DICKENS World workers have 
had their hours slashed by up to 40 
per cent - after bosses cut the 
multi-million-pound visitor attrac¬ 
tion’s opening hours. 

A leaked Dickens World document - handed 
exclusively to Yourmedway by a disgruntled 
employee - lists a range of cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures set to be rolled out in the coming weeks 
and months. 

The Dickens World Business Plan shows 
plans to switch to a seasonal system from this 
Friday, with the £62 million Chatham Maritime 
attraction’s off-peak (non-schools holiday) open¬ 
ing hours reduced by an hour a day. 

It also proposes that the Dickensian-themed 
park closes on Mondays from September 7. 

The changes will see workers’ hours signifi¬ 
cantly reduced - with bosses whittling per¬ 
formers’ hours down from 562 to just 388 hours 
per week during off-peak seasons. There are 
similar reductions in cleaning, technical, cater¬ 
ing, finance and retail areas of the business. 

The Dickens World worker, who did not want 
to be named, hit out at the announcement, 
made to employees last week. 

They said: “This is the result of bad manage¬ 
ment, bad direction. Everyone is down. Some of 
the performers have had their hours reduced 
by 40 per cent. 

“The workers are angry and disappointed. I 
think a few employees have already walked

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Merger plans 
see three 
schools closed

EDUCATION chiefs have 
unveiled proposals to merge 
16 Medway primary schools 
and close a further three. 

Medway Council bosses have put 
forward plans to amalgamate seven 
infant and junior schools across the 
towns while St Nicholas and All 
Faiths School, both Strood, also face 
being combined. 

The three schools facing closure are 
Ridge Meadow Primary School and 
St John’s Infants, both Chatham, and 
St Peter’s Infants, Rochester. 

These schools could shut as early 
as next year. 

The sweeping changes - unveiled 
as part of The Medway Primary 
Strategy for Change - have been 
blamed on a falling birth rate which 
has had a knock-on effect on school 
rolls and their numbers. 

Some schools have had up to 25 per 
cent of their places empty. 

Environments 

Medway Council’s children’s serv¬ 
ices boss Les Wicks said: “We want 
our children and young people to 
have the best possible start in life, to 
succeed in learning and to thrive. 

“Medway’s Primary Capital 
Programme gives us the opportunity 
to make eveiy primary school suit¬ 
able to provide a first-class education. 

“We now have an opportunity to 
create the very best learning envi¬ 
ronments we can, support person¬ 
alised learning and meet the needs 
of the community. 

“Our proposals will benefit all chil¬ 
dren across Medway.” 

The Medway Labour Group has 
criticised the council’s handling of 
the controversial schools shake-up. 

The party’s children’s services 
spokesman Bill Esterson said:

“Schools in Strood, Twydall, Luton 
and Rochester have all been ear¬ 
marked for closure or merger 
by the Tories, but this potentially 
explosive information was kept from 
elected councillors, let alone parents 
or residents. 

“Councillors have been finding out 
from the local community and all 
sorts of rumours have been flying 
around, right across Medway, about 
the secret hit-list. The council was 
forced into releasing the details after 
Labour members confronted council 
officers this week. 

“It’s really quite disgraceful that 
serious proposals, affecting chil¬ 
dren’s lives, have been hidden from 
the community in this way.” 

“Many of these schools were blight¬ 
ed by previous proposals for closure 
and it seems that assurances given 
over the last few years were worthless. 

“These proposals were in the 
revised Primary Strategy for Change 
which has not been shared with 
Labour opposition councillors.” 

The merger and closure proposals 
will be discussed by Medway 
Council’s cabinet on Tuesday, May 12.

A BOGUS engineer was behind the 
international card-cloning scam 
that fleeced thousands of pounds 
from motorists. 

A Shell worker said the unknown fraudster, 
posing as a technician, bluffed his way past 
staff at the Blue Bell Hill petrol station in order 
to tamper with the store’s card reader. 

They placed a high-tech device inside the 
machine which stored the cardholders’ details - 
including their sort code, account number and 
Personal Identification Number (PIN). 

This information was then sold to criminals 
across the globe. 

Fraudsters in countries as far away as India, 
Canada and Australia were able to clone 
unsuspecting motorists’ cards within minutes, 
using cash points to empty their accounts. 

Hundreds of Medway and Maidstone drivers 
have fallen victim to the high-tech card crimi¬ 
nals - with some losing up to £1,000. 


The online ‘Boycott Blue Bell Hell Shell - 
Unless You Want Your Card Cloned’ group, set 
up on social networking site Facebook, has 
attracted more than 700 members. 

Writing on the group’s message board, user 
Nicola Wall wrote: “Had my debit card done a 
few weeks after using this garage - £380 trans¬ 
action in Canada.” 

Maggie Baxter added: “I had my Barclaycard 
stopped, which I didn't realise until I tried to 
use it. Someone had tried to use a clone of my 
card in Australia - the bank refused the trans¬ 
action and stopped my card... 

“Thankfully no money stolen but it was a real 
pain having to wait for a new card... I will never 
use this petrol station again.” 

Police and Shell were not available yesterday 


to comment on the bogus engineer being behind 
the scam. 

But when news of the card-cloning con broke 
two weeks ago, Detective Sergeant Dave Liffen 
said efforts were being made to put the fraud¬ 
sters behind bars, saying: “An investigation has 
begun into the compromise of payment cards 
with the full co-operation of the management at 
the service station concerned, and the relevant 
financial institutions.” 

A Shell spokesman added: “The security of 
customer transactions is Shell’s primary con¬ 
cern. Every instance of card fraud is one too 
many. We are continuously working with our 
retail partners who run our forecourts as well 
as industry associations to promote best prac¬ 
tice in the security of our petrol stations.” 



Buses to beat binge 
boozing problems 

BOOZE buses will hit the streets of 
Medway in the coming weeks after being 
officially launched at a ceremony. 

The bright orange SOS buses will 
roam across the towns on Friday and 
Saturday nights, providing medical 
assistance to Medway’s lager louts and 
binge drinkers. 

The buses have been funded by the 
Medway Community Safety Partnership 
and will be based in the centre of 
Rochester. 

Speaking at the launch at Rochester 
Castle on Tuesday last week, MCSP 
chair Chief Superintendent Steve 
Corbishley said: “This is proof we are lis¬ 
tening to residents’ concerns and taking 
action to help make Medway an even 
safer place to live, work and socialise. 

“The SOS bus is partnership working 
at its best. The main bus has state of the 
art equipment on board and has cost in 
the region of £200,000. However, when 
you consider the money that will be 
saved on police, council and hospital 
resources, it is money well spent.

out. I can’t afford to keep working 
there so I’m looking for a new job 
and I know a lot of others are too.” 

The worker said the reduction in 
opening hours was being intro¬ 
duced in a bid to stem heavy losses. 

They said: “Visitor numbers have 
been going down for 15 months. We 
get between 80-100 people per day. 
But I’d say it costs £4,000 per day 
to keep the attraction running. 

“I think the company has run out 
of money. The performers are 
forced to bring in their own cos¬ 
tumes and there’s no advertising 
on radio, TV, the newspapers or 
anywhere. 

“Add to that the fact the entrance 
costs are far too expensive. It costs 
£12.50 for an adult so for a family 
you’re looking at £50 just to get in. 

“Then there’s the cost of petrol 
and something to eat. It’s far too 
expensive.” 

Dickens World was unavailable 
for comment. 

The park opened in May 2007, 
and features the Great Expecta¬ 
tions boat ride, themed around the 
escape of convict Magwitch, the 
Haunted House of Ebenezer 
Scrooge, Newgate Prison and the 
Britannia Music Hall. 


FOUR serial ram-raiders have been 
sentenced to more than 12 years in 
prison after carrying out a series of 
burglaries across four counties. 

The Nottingham-based quartet, 
aged between 23 and 27, carried out 
22 raids during a six-month reign of 
terror. 

Between March and September 
2008 the gang stole more than 
£125,000 of goods and caused 
£25,000 of damage to shop fronts in 
Kent, Sussex, Dorset and Norfolk. 

Towards the end of their crime- 
spree the men smashed a stolen VW 
Golf into the front window of the Co¬ 
op in Twydall Green, Gillingham, 
causing £525 worth of damage. They 
made off with £10,841 of cigarettes. 

The men were caught after a 
bungled raid on a Co-op store 
in Swanage, Dorset, and sentenced 
at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday. 

David Marriott, 23, was jailed 
for four years for the ram-raids 
and an additional year for other 


offences committed in Staffordshire. 

William Dunbar, 23, was sen¬ 
tenced to four years, Luke 
Abrahams, 24, was sentenced to two 
years and Dannie Robinson, 27, 
received 12 months. 

Detective Sergeant Rob Haines, of 
Kent police’s serious and organised 
crime unit, said: “Together, with col¬ 
leagues from other forces, we have 
carried out an extensive investiga¬ 
tion in order to bring this gang of 
criminals before the courts. 

“These men targeted businesses 
across four counties in their desire to 
steal thousands of pounds of ciga¬ 
rettes and in doing so, left behind 
tens-of-thousands of pounds worth 
of damage. 

“This investigation is an example 
of the extent Kent Police will go to 
in order to ensure our communities 
are safe places to live, and sends 
out a clear message to gangs fuelled 
by greed that their actions will 
not be tolerated and will not go 
unpunished.”

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Carbon capture 

U-turn signal for 

new power plant 


FOSSIL-fuelled units look set to 
be built at Kingsnorth after the 
Government lowered its carbon 
capture requirements. 

The controversial coal plans for the Hoo 
peninsula power plant were bolstered by 
Energy and Climate Change Secretary Ed 
Miliband last week. 

Mr Miliband told the Commons on 
Thursday that energy companies would only 
have to demonstrate carbon capture and 
storage (CCS) ability on a “substantial pro¬ 
portion” of any new coal-powered plant 
before it was built. The Government had pre¬ 
viously stated that no new fossil-fuelled 
power stations would be given the go-ahead 
without fully demonstrating CCS. 

Logical 

But now Mr Miliband said the technology, 
which does not exist on a commercial scale, 
could be retro-fitted in the early 2020s. 

Mr Miliband’s shock announcement was 
met with fury by eco-activists, who have 
vowed to take direct action to stop 
Kingsnorth - and a new generation of coal- 
fired plants - from being built. 

The Climate Camp activists - who set up 
near the Hoo Peninsula power plant in 
August last year - said they were deter¬ 
mined to stop the development. 

Activist Emily Moore said: “Mr Miliband’s 
announcement means new power stations

like the Kingsnorth proposal, even in 2020, 
would still be much more polluting than the 
gas power plants built in the last century. 

“The only logical response to such irrespon¬ 
sibility is to take direct action to stop these 
power stations from ever being built.” 

Green Party leader Dr Caroline Lucas also 
hit out at the return to fossil fuels, saying: “It 
is certainly welcome that Kingsnorth could 
not go ahead unless it had CCS technology. 

“In theory the words sound good, but we 
still do not know if it is going to be viable. 
There is an enormous risk - the bottom line 
is that we should not be dealing with coal. 

“We can meet our energy needs through 
efficiency savings, renewable, in reducing 
demand and using a bit more gas as a tran¬ 
sition, so CCS is still the wrong direction.” 

Energy giant E.ON welcomed Mr 
Miliband’s announcement and confirmed its 
commitment to CCS at Kingsnorth. 

E.ON UK’s chief executive Dr Paul Golby 
said: “E.ON is committing today to fit cap¬ 
ture technology to Kingsnorth in accordance 
with the Government’s proposed conditions, 
as long as it is properly funded. 

“To that end, we propose that the C02 from 
Kingsnorth should be captured and then 
stored as part of a ‘Thames Cluster’ that sup¬ 
ports the whole of the South East, the high¬ 
est energy using region of the UK.” 


Centre opens new door for geneologists 


RESEARCHING your family history has 
enjoyed a meteoric rise in popularity in the 
wake of TV shows like BBC’s Who Do You 
Think You Are? 

Geneology is now more popular on internet 
search engines than music downloads and 
most social networking sites. 

After realising this Medway Archives and 
Local Studies Centre (MALSC) has launched 
a new £5 voucher to help researchers unlock 
secrets from their family’s history in the 
1911 census, without leaving their homes. 

The 1911 census of England and Wales was 
taken on Sunday, April 2, providing a snap¬ 
shot of more than 36 million people. It gives 
the names, ages, profession, birthplace and

Figures show fall in C diff 

THE number of C diff cases at Medway 
Maritime Hospital has fallen by 64 per cent 
in just two years, new figures have shown. 

Statistics released by Medway NHS 
Foundation Trust reveal there were just 64 
cases last year - down from 181 in 2006/07. 

The figures also show there were no 
outbreaks of the potentially-deadly virus, 
with each separate case being contained by 
hospital workers. 

The trust’s head of infection prevention and 
control Linda Dempster said the rapid fall in 
C diff cases was the result of a joint effort. 

She said: “C diff infection rates at Medway 
have been driven down by a number of meas¬ 
ures They range from a strict policy on the 
use of antibiotics, the isolation of patients 
experiencing diarrhoea in single rooms to 
prevent the possible spread of infection and 
enhancing cleaning standards to ensure all 
environments and equipment are clean.”

Foreign trackers Mamed 
for UK's porous borders

THE true scale of Britain’s lax bor¬ 
der security has been revealed 
after shocking new figures showed 
that nine out of ten truckers bring¬ 
ing illegal immigrants into the 
country are foreign. 

The UK Borders Agency admitted that of all 
the lorry drivers bringing in desperate migrants 
into the UK, 90 per cent were overseas drivers. 

The figures, revealed following a Freedom of 
Information request, showed 1,571 foreign 
truckers were fined an estimated £2 million 
last year after clandestine migrants were 
found hiding in the back of their trucks. 

In comparison, only 195 British hauliers 
were caught with stowaways and were fined 
some £300,000 

British drivers have accused their foreign 
counterparts of risking £2,000 fines per 
migrant found because they know they will 
not have to pay them. 

The statistics only show what was collected 
by the agency, not the total amount of fines 
issued, meaning there is still more than 
£lmillion owed in fines by foreign truckers. 

Shadow immigration minister Damian 
Green said the foreign truckers were “abusing” 
UK laws and that a crackdown was needed. 

The Tory MP for Ashford said the £2,000 
fines were not deterring foreign drivers, 
adding: “Clearly many are abusing our immi¬ 
gration laws and they should be punished 
effectively when they are found to be carrying 
migrants on board their lorries. 

“This is why the Conservatives continue to 
call for a dedicated and specialist border police 
force.”

Trucker Mervyn Osgood, 54, from 
Maidstone, said: “It’s an absolute farce - we 
always see the foreign drivers talking to the 
migrants in Calais. 

“These figures don’t surprise me at all.” 

He said foreign truckers caught with illegals 
on board simply ignored the fines handed to 
them - sometimes not even telling their boss¬ 
es they had been caught. 

He added: “They know they can get away 
with it because they don’t seem to get prose¬ 
cuted, so to them it’s worth the risk. 

“They get £1,500 from each illegal, so if they 
get four on they pocket around £6,000. 

“Then they just unload their cargoes and 
head back to their countries. 

“We can’t do that because we live here and 
we take our jobs seriously.” 

The true extent of illegal migration is likely 
to be much bigger than the figures reveal. 

The UK Border Agency admitted the stats 
do not reflect the fact that the 1,571 foreign 


lorry drivers may have brought in up to ten 
migrants or more a time. 

A spokesman for the agency said: “These fig¬ 
ures don’t reflect the actual figure because 
there are often more than one clandestine 
found per vehicle.” 

The spokesman said that last year a total of 
28,000 migrants was caught trying to sneak 
into Britain on board lorries crossing the 
Channel by ferry. 

The stats also revealed the foreign truckers 
were fined a further £811,507 for working in 
Britain without the necessary haulage per¬ 
mits. 

Peter Cullum, head of international affairs 
at the Road Hauliers Association of Great 
Britain, said British drivers were doing their 
best to avoid migrant hot-spots across the 
Channel. 

He said: ‘We know most of the drivers com¬ 
ing across with migrants on board are foreign. 

“It’s very few of our guys.” 


Desperate migrant 
clung to Eurostar 
train at 186 mph 

AN ILLEGAL immigrant clung to the roof 
of a Eurostar as it hit a top speed of 186mph 
travelling through Kent, it has emerged. 

The desperate migrant is thought to have 
jumped on to the train from an overhead 
bridge as it slowed before entering the 
Channel Tunnel near Calais. 

He then clung to the roof for the 45-minute 
journey through the tunnel before the train 
reached Kent and hurtled towards London - 
with the man somehow holding on. 

The migrant was only spotted at 
Ebbsfleet International Station, near 
Dartford, as he tried to slip down inbetween 
two carriages to make an escape. 

The bid has highlighted how desperate the 
estimated 1,300 immigrants living around 
Calais have become to get into the UK. 

Jumped 

Michael Whelan, 38, a passenger on the 
Brussels to London service on Thursday, 
told a national newspaper: “I spoke to the 
train captain at Ebbsfleet and he told me 
the train slowed as it approached the tun¬ 
nel at Calais so he thought the man proba¬ 
bly jumped on to the roof there from an 
overhead bridge. 

“I don’t know how long he was on the roof, 
but one of the Eurostar workers spotted 
him on it at Ebbsfleet and then he hid in 
the gap between the carriages.” 

The man, thought to be of Indian descent 
and in his early 20s, was arrested by officers 
from the British Transport Police before 
being handed over to the UK Border Agency, 
which gave him a medical examination. 

Passengers were delayed as sniffer dogs 
were brought in to search for further immi¬ 
grants, but the man had carried out his 
death-defying stunt alone. 

A Eurostar spokesman said: “A man 
believed to be an illegal immigrant was on 
one of the train carriages. He was removed 
and detained by British Transport Police. 
We can’t comment on how he got there, but 
the train would have reached speeds up to 
186mph between the tunnel and Ebbsfleet.”

The seeds of inspiration

WOULD-be gardeners and land¬ 
scapers were given the chance to 
hone their skills by helping design 
and reconstruct a garden at a 
Luton sheltered housing scheme 
for the elderly. 

Youngsters from Medway Community 
College and Greenacre School have been 
working on transforming the Rhodes House 
plot since October, under the guidance of 
Groundwork Kent and Medway (GKM). 

The six-month project saw the teenagers 
cut back and dig out large overgrown shrubs, 
create a seating area, lay decking, build path¬ 
ways and lay raised flower beds. 

GKM’s development officer, Jo Sage, said 
the scheme had been a huge success. 

“I have been very impressed by the attitude 
of the young people, who have taken a gen¬ 
uine interest in their work and the people 
they are working for,” she said. 

“Two pupils in the group have decided they

would like to follow a career in horticulture 
and have been accepted into Hadlow College, 
near Tonbridge. 

“Their experience and achievements within 
the project have helped them and it’s been a 
real pleasure to see the increase in self confi¬ 
dence and motivation among the pupils. 

“Only six months after this project began, 
it’s hard to believe it’s the same group.” 


Greenacre pupils Charlie Venables, 16, 
from Gillingham, and Ryan Coleman, 15, 
from Lordswood, both blossomed during the 
project and have now been accepted by 
Hadlow. 

Charlie said: “I did a course at school which 
got me interested. Then I started a 12-week 
project with Groundwork and made up my 
mind about what I want to do. 

“In the long term I would like to have my 
own gardening business.” 

Ryan said: “I have been accepted by the col¬ 
lege to do the first diploma in horticulture. 

“I did some gardening at school but this 
project has really helped me to make up my 
mind about what I want to do when I leave 
school.” 

Rhodes House is owned by MHS Homes. 
The firm’s environmental services manager 
Alan Hughes said: “The Gardening Skills 
project is an excellent idea to show young 
people another perspective, gain real work 
experience and to help them choose what 
they want to do when they leave school. 

“It’s also an excellent opportunity for them 
to do something positive and see what they 
can achieve and shine.”

Now the stereotype would be of geeky-look- 
ing people - a cunning blend of still-living- 
with-your-parents-haircuts, acne, home-made 
props, stick-on Spock ears and life-long diffi¬ 
culty relating to the opposite sex. 

And, sure enough, the gaggle of Spock-ear 
wearing, bad hair, awkward looking folk stood 
outside whatever cinema it was at Leicester 
Square proved there was a reason stereotypes 
are something not worth entirely dismissing. 

Star Trek is a bizarre obsession for many but 
has all the key ingredients to generate the 
form of super fandom which takes people 
down the dubious path of obsession; its science 
fiction (which always attracts the fanatic), 


there have been outings on the big and small 
screen, spin-offs a-plenty, and enough mer¬ 
chandise to fill a small country. 

But surely it has become such a joke to be a 
Trekkie that you’d think the real hardcore 
would realise people were laughing at - and 
crucially not with - them. You’d think they 
would make an effort to prove being a Star 
Trek fan didn’t mean having a life-long aver¬ 
sion to basic levels of hygiene and even a nod¬ 
ding acquaintance with fashion. You’d think 
they’d want to smash the stereotype. 

The only conclusion I can draw from this is 
that they actually enjoy the sense of belonging 
fulfilling the Trekkie stereotype brings with it. 

And, after all, where would be the fun if they 
shattered that particular stereotype?

This means that, according to 
Lord Adonis, RPI will have to be at 
least minus three per cent in July 
for commuters here in Medway to 
see their fares frozen in 2010. 

Now, I’m no economic expert, but 
even I know that if the rate of infla¬ 
tion is that badly negative it isn’t 
really going to matter whether we 
do see a freeze on fares because, 
quite frankly, many commuters 
won’t be in a job come this time next 
year. 

What we need is action now on 
rail fares to ease the financial bur¬ 
den on hardworking taxpayers, not 
later. 

To put it into perspective, the 
average commuter in Medway is 
now paying out more to 
Southeastern annually for the privi¬ 
lege of just being able to get to work 
than they pay for their council tax, 
energy bills, personal pension contri¬ 
butions and water rates combined 
for the whole year. 

And while local MP and junior 
transport minister Paul Clark says 
we’ve never had it so good and that 
commuters shouldn’t expect taxpay¬ 
ers to subsidise the railways, his 
Government is doing nothing to 
bring down the tax burden on com¬ 
muters in Medway, so we are being 
hit with a double-whammy. 

We're paying more in tax and 
more in fares than we have ever 
done in the past and this has got to 
stop. 

Enough is enough - stop ripping 
us off

We must not let this 
landmark fade away 

After Cllr Stephen Hubbard’s letter 
and associated comment regarding 
the Aveling and Porter building 
(Letters, April 1), I thought readers 
might like to know the exact conclu¬ 
sion arrived at by English Heritage. 

It reads: 

“This is a well- 
known building 
by a good 
Rochester 
architect that 
represents the 
remaining part 
of a firm that 
played an 
important role in the development 
of the traction engine. For these rea¬ 
sons it is a significant building in 
the area. However, only the office of 
this engineering enterprise remains. 

‘While this employs Kentish Rag 
dressings and has a nice comer 
treatment, it is lacking in special 
architectural interest. 

‘We are not, therefore, recom¬ 
mending listing, while acknowledg¬ 
ing its strong local interest.” 

One area of significance of this 
building, which is generally over¬ 
looked, is that it was here, in the 
drawing office on the top floor, that 
the Invicta diesel engine was 
designed. 

This engine, after the rights to it 
were bought in 1932 by Frank 
Perkins, became the world famous 
Perkins diesel engine. Local interest 


groups have come up with a list of 
possible uses for the building and 
would like the opportunity to fur¬ 
ther explore these and their funding 
implications. 

Among the possibilities are: use as 
a boutique hotel, for which it is ide¬ 
ally located; refurbishment as pres¬ 
tigious office space, either sub-divid¬ 
ed into serviced suites or as a whole; 
conversion into offices let by the day, 
week or month for which there is a 
ready market from firms and organ¬ 
isations who do not wish to invest in 
accommodation for a longer term; 
conversion to apartments with allo¬ 
cated secure parking. 

The building could also be used to 
provide some social amenities which 
are lacking in the Medway towns. 

These could include: the provision 
of an art gallery; the provision of 
practice rooms for aspiring local 
musicians and bands; art studio 
space in the old drawing office on 
the upper floor; office space for vol¬ 
untary organisations and charities; 
meeting rooms and classrooms for 
organisations such as the University 
of the Third Age or the WE A. The 
list is not exhaustive. 

Some of the potential uses would 
mean that the building could be sold 
with safeguards to preserve its 
architectural integrity. 

One would have thought the least 
the council could do would be to 
seriously explore the alternatives to 
demolition, and to consider the com¬ 
munity, social and educational possi¬ 
bilities of the building.

FOR nearly 40 years, lOcc 
has been entertaining audi¬ 
ences all over the world 
with its music. 

The band became a real chart force 
during the 70s, releasing hits that 
still receive frequent airplay today, 
such as Dreadlock Holiday and the 
perennial favourite I’m Not In Love. 
Thanks to the enduring popularity of 
their songs and the ready availabili¬ 
ty of their music on the internet, lOcc 
is continuing to win new fans and 
has never really been off the road. 

Frontman Graham Gouldman is a 
gifted songwriter who developed a 
love of music when he was just a 
small child. Just as he was beginning 
to listen to the radio, the airwaves 
were carrying the new sounds of skif¬ 
fle and rock ‘n’ roll and Gouldman 
still feels the influence of artists like 
the Beatles today. 

He played in a number of bands in 
the Manchester area from the early 
60s onwards and wrote his first top 
10 hit, For Your Love, at the age of 
just 19. However, he did not get to 
step into the limelight just yet - the

song was actually recorded by the 
Yardbirds. At that time Gouldman 
was a member of the Mockingbirds, 
which had landed a regular spot as a 
warm-up act for Top of the Pops. So 
Gouldman had to stand by and 
watch the audience go wild for the 
Yardbirds when they came on to sing 
his song. 

By the time he formed lOcc in 1970 
with singer-guitarist Eric Stewart 
and multi-instrumentalists Kevin 
Godley and Lol Creme, Gouldman 
had also written hits for the Hollies, 
Herman’s Hermits and Jeff Beck. 
The band started out as a session 
group called Hotlegs and enjoyed a 
surprise hit with Neanderthal Man, 
before signing to Jonathan King’s 
UK Records label and changing their 
name to lOcc, inspired by a male bod¬ 
ily function. 

The follow-up, Rubber Bullets, 
topped the chart and really launched 
lOcc as a pop force to be reckoned 


with, though success in the US was 
elusive until 1975 when unconven¬ 
tional ballad I’m Not In Love went to 
number two in the American charts. 

Following the departure of Godley 
and Creme in 1976, Gouldman and 
Stewart carried on as a duo until 
1984. Gouldman then teamed up 
with Andrew Gold to form Wax, their 
most memorable hit being Bridge To 
Your Heart, and lOcc members 
reunited in the early 90s to record 
the album Meanwhile... 

Now the band is in the middle of a 
mammoth 94-date tour, encompass¬ 
ing five countries, and Kent fans will 
have the chance to see them perform 
when they visit the county in May. 
The current line-up, led by 
Gouldman, comprises lead guitarist 
Rick Fenn, drummer Paul Burgess, 
Mick Wilson on percussion and gui¬ 
tar and Mike Stevens on keyboards, 
guitar and saxophone. 

lOcc will be performing at the 
Central Theatre in Chatham on 
Saturday; the Orchard Theatre, 
Dartford, on Friday, May 8, and the 
Assembly Hall Theatre, Tunbridge 
Wells, on Thursday, May 21.

Rise in unemployment 
prompts rent warning 

LANDLORDS are being urged to find 
ways to ensure they receive their rent as 
the jobs market is so precarious. 

Property website Smartlandlord.co.uk 
advised those renting out homes to be 
extra cautious after it released figures 
showing an increasing number of unem¬ 
ployed people were renting. 

A year ago only 3.1 per cent of new ten¬ 
ants renting private property were 
unemployed but that figure has risen to 
7.8 per cent. 

Keshav Thukaram, managing director 
of Smartlandlord, said: “With the social 
housing sector ill-equipped to cope with 
the extra demand, private landlords are 
increasingly being called upon to take in 
unemployed people on benefit. 

“There is evidence that some landlords 
are suffering because benefits aren’t 
being paid on time, so landlords taking 
this route must ensure they know their 
rights, and apply to have the rent paid 
directly by the council if they experience 
problems.” 

The numbers of self-employed and 
retired tenants have also risen. Mr 
Thukaram urged landlords to run 
checks on new tenants, but also to 
ensure rents are secure should their ten¬ 
ants’ financial circumstances change. 

Negative equity is back 
but burden is shared 

RESEARCH by the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders shows negative equity - where 
a home is worth less than its mortgage - 
has become an increasing problem 
because of falling house prices. 

However, the group added that two 
thirds of those with negative equity were 
experiencing only “modest shortfalls” of 
ten per cent or less, and the scale of the 
issue needs to be kept in perspective, as 
home-owners still have about £2.1 tril¬ 
lion of unmortgaged housing equity. 

Bob Pannell, the council’s head of 
research, said: “Although negative equity 
has resurfaced as house prices have fall¬ 
en, one big difference from the early 
1990s downturn is that it is less concen¬ 
trated among young, first-time buyers, 
and more evenly spread across wider age 
groups and those at different points on 
the housing ladder.” 

At the bottom of the last housing mar¬ 
ket recession in 1993, 1.5 million house¬ 
holds were in negative equity. 

The council said today’s borrowers 
were following the pattern seen in the 
1990s and choosing to stay put, waiting 
to recover their equity position.

Missed opportunity as 
Chancellor overlooks 
needs of the market

THE Budget for the next financial 
year has come under fire from two 
influential groups for not doing 
enough to help lift the property 
market out of the slump. 

The Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (Aria) attacked Chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s Budget, announced in the Commons 
last week, calling it “wholly unsatisfactory” for 
having failed to give incentives for landlords to 
improve rental housing for a growing number 
of tenants. 

And the National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) said the policies put forward 
were ineffectual and would do nothing to help 
the economy recover. 

It wanted more to be done to encourage first¬ 
time buyers on to the housing ladder to get the 
market going again. 

Ian Potter, operations manager of Aria, said: 

“Alistair Darling had a clear opportunity to 
improve the bottom end of the rental market 
and chose to maintain the status quo for 
Britain’s worse-off tenants. 

“Yet again Gordon Brown’s administration 
has wasted an opportunity to improve the 
quality of stock of lettings property by failing 
to incentivise landlords through tax relief on 
labour and materials. 

“Not only would this have helped to stimu¬ 
late the market, particularly in the construc¬ 
tion sector, but it would also have provided the 
greater standards of rented accommodation 
that this country desperately needs. 

“Landlords should be recognised for what 
they bring not only to the housing market but 
to the wider economy and treated as any other 
responsible business.” 

In its Budget submission, Aria also called on 
the Government to introduce capital 
allowances for landlords improving housing 
stock over a certain age. 

A second attack came from the influential 
estate agents’ group who said there was no 
help for those trying to get on the housing lad¬ 
der. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of NAEA, 
said: “The housing market is the engine of the 
UK economy and it is likely that this Budget 
will be remembered as largely ineffectual, 
given the magnitude of the problem. 

“There is very little here for first-time buy-

ers, who need more encouragement to climb on 
to the property ladder which will get every¬ 
thing moving. 

“Mr Darling has used a water pistol to try to 
put out a fire.” 

Mr Bolton King also attacked the extension 
of the £175,000 stamp duty land tax threshold 
as not going far enough to make any signifi¬ 
cant impact 

He said: “Merely extending the stamp duty 
threshold is disappointing. Mr Darling had a 
real opportunity to get rid of this hated tax, 


which is seen by many as a tax on aspiration. 

“Since the threshold was introduced last 
autumn it has helped just one third of first¬ 
time buyers. 

“In this difficult economic time, Mr Darling 
could have seized the opportunity to encour¬ 
age first-time buyers to the market and to 
send a signal of confidence that may have 
reverberated around the economy. 

“Instead he has tried to choose a path to 
please everyone, which I suspect will please no

And you can forget about plasticky Korean 
interiors of the past with the intoxicating whiff 
of Airfix modelling glue; the Ceed range has 
been designed to be European and is churned 
out in a state-of-the-art plant in Slovakia with 
the fit, finish and touch of the interior match¬ 
ing Western standards and even includes an 
iPod/MP3 player connection that really does 
work... unlike some. 

However, the Ceed’s ride can be fidgety and 
it feels vague when pushed hard on a winding 
road, though grip is good. 

On the other hand, you should view the Ceed 
SW more as an unbreakable workhorse 
pitched against van-based MPVs and the likes 
of Skoda’s Roomster and Vauxhall’s Meriva, as 
well as Focus-class estates. 

With prices from £12,995, it’s a no-brainer.

A POT of £2.9 million is available through the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) for low-carbon initiatives that it 
reckons will help more than 3,000 regional businesses cut costs 
and boost profits. 


Half the money is from the European 
Regional Development Fund, and the 
other half from Seeda, which is setting up 
programmes covering sustainability 
issues and the three Rs - reduction, reuse 
and recycling. 

It’s all part of a wider range of targets, 
including an 89,000-tonne reduction in 
the growth rate of carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions, a £3.2 million boost to the region’s 
economy and the creation of hundreds of 
jobs. 

Oona Muirhead, Seeda’s executive 
director for skills and sustainable pros¬ 
perity, said: “In these difficult economic 
conditions it’s all the more important that 
we help businesses take advantage of new 
market opportunities in the growing glob¬ 
al green economy. 

“This is good for profit margins and 
employment, as well as for tackling the 
region’s ecological footprint. 

“This latest round of ERDF funding will 
help ensure projects that can contribute to 
a successful, sustainable future for the 
region don’t fall by the wayside.” 

The funding forms part of the - wait for 
it - South East England European 
Regional Development Fund

that was approved in December 2007.

Programme director Alexandra Massey 
said: “In these lean times, the green issue 
is having more of an impact than ever. 

“If the consumer has the choice, locally- 
sourced products with a neutral carbon 
footprint are winning over something 
that’s been flown in or has a heavy carbon 
footprint. 

“This programme is about helping local 
companies implement a sustainable agen¬ 
da, add a positive contribution to their 
marketing and make a difference to their 
profits.”
